The Administration of the Donets Okrug reports that in tr natation radio 
uomunloatlon has out the total time of breaking and switching operations by 
10 percent. Operating efficiency of shunting locomotives in the Xulomzlno 
Station has baen increased 55 percent by the introduction of such oommlca- 
tlon. In Orenburg (Chkalov) freight car dolay baa been cut by one hohr and 
48 minutes, and the process of making up trains has been speeded up by 6 
minutes. Three shunting locomotives in the Gor ’kly Marshalling Yard have 
been equipped with the sets. Intrastation radio oowunloatlon is mentioned 
as being used in the Loslnooetrovekaya (Babushkin) 8tatlon. 
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On a locomotive, the radio set is mounted on the platfora in front. The 
antenna rod is mounted on the smokestack. The set is not affected by Jolting, 
high temperatures, moisture, or gases.
